Hams Protect Walkers For The Jimmy Fund 


Some two-dozen hams supported communications for the Jimmy

walkers raised $3.3 million to fight cancer in children for the Dana 


Farber Cancer Institute (DFCI). The route covered the same 26.2 
miles as the BAA Boston Marathon, plus a three-mile Family 
Walk. The Boston Athletic Association (BAA) produced the 
event for DFCI.
